SEE A MIGHTY STRUGGLE. 


Board Members Sails On as Cham- 
pions Battle Because of Al- 
leged Slurs on Re- 
cent Test. 


Smarting under the “ public ridicule” to 
which he declares he has been subjected 
as the result of his now famous arithmetic 
test at the Drake school, Trustee John 
Guerin directed a vicious attack at Supt. 
Cooley last evening on the floor of the board 
of education, 

Dr. Guerin charged the superintendent 
with “instigating the Chicago newspapers 
to make public the results of his test, chal- 
lenged him to a personal encounter in arith- 
metic, and wound up by asserting—at the 
top of his voice—that Mr. Cooley holds his 
position by miserable politics. The rest 
of the school board looked decidedly uncom- 
fortable and suggested occasionally—to no 
purpose—that the speaker's remarks were 
out of place. 

Supt. Cooley interrupted the trustee be- 
fore he had gone far with 4 vigorous denial 
of his first charge, and for five minutes the 
two laid parliamentary rules aside and said 
what was in their hearts. Then the super- 
intendent gave it up and let Dr. Guerin talk. 


. Seate Cleared; Guerin Begins. 

An executive session of the board, for a 
discussion of site condemnation proceedings, 
had been declared before Dr. Guerin asked 
for recognition, and the visitors’ seats were 
empty when he started. 

„I want this to be public,” said the trustee 
. “I don’t 
care about the newspaper men; I want the 
public!’ But the public had gone. 

“TI made the statement some time ago,“ 
Dr. Guerin began, that the examination 
marks of candidates for teaching positions in 
Chicago have been juggied. I have spent 
some time trying to prove this, and at every 
point I have been blocked. Now, finally, I 
have been ridiculed in the public press—at 
the instigation of Mr. Cooley. Mr. Cooley 
does not deny, it.“

“I'm a 
member of the board of education and you're 
my—er—appointee!’’ 

“I want it understood, he said, that I 
am acting in the interests of the school 
children and the people of Chicago! I intend 
to do that as jong as I am a member of this 
board. Now, Mr. Cooley, notwithstanding 
your ridiculing me, old man as I am, on my 
mathematics, I am willing now to meet you, 
sir, in any test you may name. Mr. Cooley 
is supposed to be an authority on educational 
matters, but I am being ridiculed, and I am 
being ridiculed by a man who is holding his 
position by what means? By miserable poll- 
tics, and nothing else! 

“The gentleman is out of order! inter 
rupted Trustee Spiegel. 

“Well, perhaps I am,“ returned Dr.

Cooley Answers Charges. 

Mr. Cooley related briefly the circum- 
stahces of the conference between the Drake 
school teacher and a representative of TRI 
TRIBUNE, at which the result of Dr. Guerin's 
arithmetic test was made public. 

The teacher came to me,“ said the super- 
intendent, and I told her the only thing 
she could do, if her room had been misrepre- 
sented, wes to give the facts to the papers. 
I had other things to attend to, and was in 
the room only for a small part of the time 
that she was talking to the newspaper man. 
I knew nothing of what she told him and 
was responsible for nothing that she said. 

“ Ag for the examinations, the records are 
in my office of every change that has been 
made, and they are open to every one. As 
to whether the tests have been unfair, that is 
a matter of opinion. We do not believe they 
have been. 

Before the discussion was closed Miss 
Addams said that she had been told the paper 


containing Dr. Guerin’s “ figuring,” in which 


the first problem of the test was solved in- 
correctly, was the trustee’s transcript of the 
work of one of the puplis in the room. 

Dr. Guerin fired, another broadside earlicr 
in the evening, in discussing the granting of 
certificates to a group of candidates for 
teaching positions. 

“The teachers, he said, are not respon- 
sible for the conditions in the Chicago 
schools. They are the slaves of one man, and 
I am sorry to see that several members of 
the school board seem to be in the same fix.”

Pennsylvania Senator's Comment Ends 


— — ; 
Wants Interstate Commerce tow | 
Set Aside in Part. 


KNOX SEES BIG “DRY” GAINS. 


in Framing of Proposed Law. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 18.—[Special.]— 
Senator Ben Tillman today championed 
the cause ot prohibition in the senate. He 
offered first a resolution calling on the in- 
terstate commerce commission to define the 
authority of the federal government and of 
the states in respect té the control of the 
liquor traffic through the operation of the 
interstate commerce lew. 

After long discussion of the subject he with- 
drew the resolution and there was substituted 
a bill depriving liquor of exemption from the 
operation of state laws, even though carried 
from one state tnto another, 

The South Carolina senator also introduced 
a resolution asking the interstate commerce 
commission to report whether any corpora- 
tion engaged in interstate commerce is the 
owner of the stock of any other corporation 
transporting passengers and freight. 

Explaining his purpose in his “liquor” 
resolution, Mr. Tillman said it was to pre- 
vent, if possible, the circumvention of the 
laws in the interest of prohibition which are 
being generally enacted in the southern 
states. ‘ 

Says Courts Shackle States. 

“Congress attempted. in 1 the WII- 
gon law, to protect the people in the enforee- 
ment of their state laws. but the courts have 
shaded down the protection until there is 
practically nothing left of it. and I want 
the committee to ascertain whether it is not 
practicable to give relief. The decisions of 
the rts have been on th® ground that the 
law interferes with interstate commerce, and 
it is on this account that I have asked to have 
the investigation made by the interstate 
commerce committee.” 

Mr. Tillman holds the express companies 
responsible for the evasion of the state laws. 
He says they are flooding the local option 
part of South Carolina and other loca! option 
southern states with whisky which is sent in 
from other states C. O. D.“ 

The Supreme court of the United States has 


held that such traffic cannot’ be interfered 


with because of its interstate character. 


Knox Sees Prohibition Gains. 

Mr. Knox considered it unfortunate that 
the decision of the Supreme court of the 
United States had maintained that the ar- 
al“ of the goods should mean their 
delivery to the consignee. 

I don’t believe, he said. that it is nec- 

essary to deal with this matter by a reso- 
lution. You are perfectly certain, in a short 
time, tc have bills presented which will raise 
that exact questfon, when the while sub- 
ject will necessarily receive attention. Pro- 
hibition,”’ he added, is increasing, and will 
cont:nue to increase.”’

W. B. Wanzer, head of the Sidney Wanzer 
Dairy company and secretary of the Milk 
Dealers’ association, was one of the witnesses 
who told of the organization of the big deal- 
‘ers’ association. Although Mr. Wanzer was 
kept in the jury room under a hot fire of 
questions from Mr. Healy and all of the 
jurors for nearly two hours, he denied al 
of the charges that the organization was 
used to stamp out competition. 


Object of the Organization. 
Just what is the object of the organiza- 
tion, if it has nothing to do with prices?“ one 
juror demanded after the questioning had 
continued for some time. 
“It was organized, originally, in order 


milk wagen drivers some time ago in a mat- 
ter of wages, was Mr. Wanzer's reply. 

How long has it existed?’ 

About ten years, I believe. Of late years 
nothing has been done except to keep up the 
organization and the membership.” 

“What part has this organization played 
in these uniform increases in the prices of 
milk? They didn't all raise their prices by 
chance. did they?“ 

“The organization took absolutely no part 
in the fixing of these prices,“ said Mr. Wan- 
zer. I cannot tay how prices came to be 
increased except for my own concern.“ 

Then the witness explained the repeated 
boosting of milk prices by the statement 
that the increase in the cost of producing 
milk had been so great that there now was 
little money in the business, and that the 
increase im prices had been absolutely neces- 
sary. 


Wholesale Dealer on Stand. 

The next witness was James Quigley. the 
representative of a wholesale firm which 
supplies milk to mpst of the downtown ho- 
tels and restaurants. Quigley’s firm operates 
along entirely different lines from the big 
‘concerns now under investigation, but, ac- 
cording to ,witnesses, has been affected 
through the workings of the supposed com- 
bination. 

The grand jury was told that certain of 
the big firms made their contracts early in 
the season, offered the farmers an increase 
which is equal to less than one-fifth of the 
increase which the public is compelled to pay, 
and made contracts to be supplied at these 
prices during the season. If the farmers in 
certain districts, tapped only by these com- 
panies, refused to accept the crumbs thus 
thrown to them, they had to get out of busi- 
ness, because they had no chance of getting 
their milk to the market. 


Has His Own Milkman“ on Grill. 
The day’s examination gave Assistant 
State’s Attorney Barbour an opportunity 


give much to enjoy. He was permitted to 
put his own “ milkman” on the grill. Mr. 
Barbour’s home is supplied with milk by the 
George W. Weiland company, and Mr. Wei- 
land was one of the witnesses most carefully 
examined by the prosecutor. 

“T've noticed my milk dill and the new 
schedule of prices, said Mr. Barbour, look- 
ing severely at the miik dealer. I also 
noticed that my prices went up at just the 
same time that the prices of other companies 
were increased. How about this?“ 

In spite of the direct evidence which Mr. 
Barbour had imbibed in his coffee he secured 
little information from Mr. Weiland because 
of it. The witness is said to have made the 
same explanation of the boost in prices that 
Was made by the other dealers—that in- 
creased cost demanded it. 


Admits Being in Combination. 


Further evidence of the operations of the 
Milk Dealers’ assoctation was given by An- 
drew Sells of the P. A. Newton & Bros. con- 
cern. He, too, admitted the strength of the 
combination and that hie concern was 4 
member of it. He denied, however, that 
prices were fixed and that competition was 
stamped out through the operations of the 
body. 

It was Jacob Bartz, a farmer from Ridge- 
field, III., who is hauling milk for thé Bor- 
den concern, who told the jurors of the 
manner in which the big companies had 
seized the lion’s share of the increased prices 
in milk and given but a trifle to the milk 
producer, whose losses were used as the ar- 
gument for the higher prices. 

Bartz declared that the farmer this season 
was given $1.61 for 100 pounds of milk—equal 
to ahout forty-eight quarts—against a price 
of $1.52 paid to the producer last season. 
The consumer pays 48 cents for this 9 cent 
increase which the farmer gets. The big 
companies. get the difference.

Would Regulate Trusts. 

I believe in trusts—that is to say, I be- 
lieve in them it regulated. course, these 
giant monopolies must be „ and 
therein is one of the problems in which I 
am most interested. beileve trusts are 
only the natural outcome of the evolution of 
business. Where there is great business 
there must be trusts. The Sherman act, 
however, should be repealed because it is 
being violated too much. 

Speaking of the benefits of his college edu- 
cation, he said: 

College education is a questionable lux- 
ury. It has been a question to me whether 
the four years’ time a man puts in is worth 
while. In one way it isn’t worth it. But for 
a blind man a college education is the best 
thing possible. If A blind man has.money 
‘Wis college education will undoubtedly give 
him an appearance’ prestige which is of 
great importance. On the other hand, if a 
blind man hasn't money, it is even better. 

I believe that every state ought to set 
aside $6,000 a year for a fund to-send each 
blind man who wants to go to college to a 
university. The state should furnish one each 
—I believe there would not be more than a 
half dozen—with $1,000 a year.”

New York, Dec. 18.— The Pinkerton Detec- 
tive agency in this city confirmed tonight the 
report that William F. Walker, the abscond- 
ing treasurer of the New Britain (Conn.) 
Savings bank, had been captured at Ensen- 
ada, Lower California. ~ 5 

Positive identification has been made and 
Walker has congented to return to Connecti- 
cut without resort fo extradition proceed- 


ings. ? 

Walker was arrested at a mining camp 
150 miles from Endenadéa, Lower California, 
which is Mexicam territory, yesterday. He 
was captured by a representative of a de- 
tective agency at Los Angeles, assisted by 
a party of Mexicans. 

The prisoner was taken to Ensem ada. where 
his identity was confirmed. He will be trans- 
ferred to San Diego, Cal., and then brought 
east at once. 


Consul’s Tip Leads to Capture. 
The arrest of the former banker was 
brought about indirectly by information fur- 
nished the officials of the New Britain Sav- 
ings bank by the United States consul 
Engenada, who recognized Walker. Befo 
his capture could be ected Walker ap- 
parently suspected that his identity was 
known and fled to the mountains in the vicin- 
ity and: after wandering about for some 
time, found shelter at the mining camp to 
which he was traced. 

Meantime Assistant Superintendent Hoff. 
man of the Los Angeles office of the detec- 
tive bureau had been put on the trail and, 
enlisting the aid of several Mexicans famil- 
jar with the region, he ran down the ab- 
sconder. 

Walker admitted his identity and agreed 
to return east without raising legal obstacles. 

„What I have to say I will say when I 
am back in New Britain, Was * reply to 
inquiries. 

A reward of $5,000 had ean offered for 
Walker tf taken alive, and $1,000 for his 
dead body if found. 

$720,000 in Securities Vanish. 


Walker ie 61 years old and had long held an 
enviable position in the business, social, and 
church circles of New Britain. On Feb. 10 he 
disappeared and soon afterwards it was dis- 
covered that $665,000 worth of securities had 
been stolen from the bank. 

Walker was also treasurer of the Con- 
necticut Baptist convention, and after his 
flight it was found that $55,000 of the con- 
vention's funds had been stolen. 

Walker had been one of the most prominent 
Baptists in the state, and at the October con- 
vention a prayer for his ultimate salvation 
was offered. 

Walker's disappearance was first believed 
to have been due to mental derangement fol- 
lowing sickness, though it was afterwards al- 
leged that he went often to New York and 
had business dealings with others who suc- 
ceeded in stealing from him money which he 
had taken:ffom the bank: 

“Fake” Telegram Starts Hunt. 

On the Sunday night following his disap- 
pearance, hia son in New Britain received 
a telegram from New York saying that his 
father had beem injured and removed to a 
hospital. 

Walker's son, accompanied by officials of 
the bank, went to New York that night. 
Thetr failure to find Walker led to an inves- 
tigation which disclosed the shortage

For a number of years he directed the Quincy 
Herald.

He served one term in congress from the 
Sixteenth district of Illinois.

It has 
come up for breath in Chicago, Washington, 
and Boston, and may be looked to appear 
briefly in New York and Indianapolis.

Mr. Bonaparte, as he has made known in 
his speeches, would hang them. The physi- 
clans agree with his theories. They admit 
that the habitual criminals should be hanged, 
byt they are afraid that the country is not 
ready for this. 


Doctors Hope for Compromise. 

As & compromise the doctors propose to 
confine them for life, either in asylums or in 
a penal colony, and they hope that Mr. Bona 
parte can be persuaded to modify his views 
to agree with their ideas of what is op- 
portune end practical. 

If the physicians, who are working through 
various medical associations, did not wish 
to make their issue as conservative as pos- 
sible they would. advocate the elimination 
and extermination of all the weak and vicious 
elements in the human stock. They admit 
that such a program might fail of popular 
indorsement if a sudden attempt were made 
to put it into effect, and they desire to pro- 
ceed as conservatively as possible. 

A republican candidate for president nomi- 
nated on a platform, the chief plank of which 
calls for the confinement of habitual crim- 
inals, will constitute a favorable beginning, 
in the medical opinion. With this as a starter 
the people can be educated gradually to look 
with favor on the hanging of the criminal 
and the weeding out of such weaker speci- 
mens as drag down the average of humanity. 


Movement Is Secret One. 


The movement being an underground one, 
it is being conducted by confidentia! corre- 
spondence from city to city and is interest- 
ing on this account as well as because of its 
hew national issue. 

Thus far there has been no conspicuous 
example of a successful presidential nominee 
who owed his success to the confidential 
method, but it is a matter of common knowl- 
edge that modern surgery and medica! prac- 
tice accomplish marvels. 

It is recognized as possible that the cam- 
paign may have been conducted so confi- 
dentially thus far that even Mr. Bonaparte 
himself has not learned of it, but this is 
doubted. Several Chicago physicians who 
have been interested in tae movement are 
confident that Mr. Bonaparte himself is 
aware of his candidacy and that he discour- 
ages neither it nor the issue. 


Physicians Are Modest. 

The physicians are averse to seeing their 
names in print as connected with the boom, 
and explain that it is their desire to see the 
movement develop before their connection 
with it becomes known. 

If Mr. Bonaparte succeeds so well as to 


justify the highest hopes of his managers 
it will result in establishing the confidential |

I must retire 
from the position, and the governor must re- 
sage me within the next few weeks.“ 


r. Eckhart’s Position Unique. 


Eckhart is probably the one republi- 
can in the state who has been sincerely anx- 
fous to get rid of a political position. The 
governor has been just as anxious to keep 
him in it. He accepted the position reluc- 
tantly at the governor's repeated request and 
has been endeavoring to resign from it fora 
year. 

The park board at its meeting in January 
will elect Assistant County Clerk George A. 
Mugler, committeeman from the Fifteenth 
ward, to the secretaryship. This position 
has been vacant since the election of Joseph 
Haas to the office of county clerk. 

Gov. Deneen, by the west park appoint- 
ments, is strengthening himself in the north- 
west side wards for the contest with Judge 
Willard M. MeEwen for that territory. Judge 
McEwen will start off with the indorsement 
of his own ward organization Saturday night 
and will make a strong fight to secure the 
remainder of the territory. 


Deneen Has West Side Defended.

The terms of salinities whereby the 
Guaranty Frust company of New York has 
agreed to withdraw its opposition to the re- 
organization plans. of the Union ‘Traction 
company were made public yesterday. They 
will be presented to Judge Grosscup in the

Under the original plans the claim of the 
Guaranty company for $1,185,000 was to have 
been met with an equal amount of bonds of 
series C. This the trust company objected to, 
and the present arrangement is as follows: 

It is to receive $700,000 in securities of series 
A, or first mortgage bonds, and for the re- 
matning $485,000 get a short term note se- 
cured by series C securities. Under the plan 
of reorganization the committee hae the right 
to issue additional series A bonds up to §1,- 
500,000, and this authority will be used to 
meet the compromise with the Guaranty com- 


pany. 
Stockholders in Line. 

At the same time the Union Traction stock- 
holders have withdrawn. the notice they re- 
cently served on the banks in which the 
stocks of all the roads making up the system 
were deposited, in accordance with the terms 
of the reorganization, plan, demanding the 
right to withdraw from the agreement. This 
notice was regarded at the time it was served 
as intended to help out the Guaranty com- 
pany's demand for better securities, inas- 
much as Hollins & Co. of New York control 
the Union Traction stock, and that. firm and 
the Guaranty Trust company are closely 
identified financially.’ At any rate, the notice 
of ite withdrawal came at the same time the 
demands af the trust company were com- 
plied with. 


No Trouble in Sight. 

All this will allew the various interests to 
go before Judge Grosscup this morning with 
no disturbing feature in sight. It is not ex- 
pected the order of foreclosure will be en- 
tered today, as there are several technical 
matters to be settled first. principally wheth- 
er the foreclosure sale shall be on a consoli- 
dation of the five petitions for that purpose 
now before the court, or only one—that of 
the Fidelity Trust company of Philadelphia 
but there are no contentions about them.

TECHNICAL TRAINING. 

Large amounts of money have been 
given by practical men of affairs to estab- 
lish and endow technical schools. The 
fact that, having been denied the advan- 
tages of training in the schools, they de- 
sire to give better opportunities to people 
of another generation is a pretty good 
reason for the existence of such institu- 
tions. It probably is true that the great- 
er part of the millions given to higher 
education of whatever sort has come from 
the bounty of men who made their wealth 
without having had the advantages of 
the training which they seek to give to 
those who are to follow them. It is un- 
reasonable to suppose that large endow- 
ments would be given in this way if the 
self-made donors did not realize their owa 
loss because of the lack of educational! 
opportunities. 

Another fact is equally apparent. The 
technical schoole cannot turn out well 

equipped men fast enough to meet the 
constant demand for their services. Any 
professor of standing will bear testimony 


‘that the requests made for trained men in 


his department exceed the available sup- 
ply. In many of the technical schools the 
members of the graduating classes are 
placed before they receive their diplomas, 
leaving the institution on commencement 
day to begin work in good positions. In 
some lines no one but such a graduate can 
secure a place. Such a condition of 
things is eloquent of the worth of tech- 
nical training. 

If a thousand men whose training was 
limited to a grammar school course and 
practical experience in the shop were 
selected and put side by side with another 
thousand from Rensselaer, Massachusetts 
institute, the Sibley school, Purdue, Ste- 
vens institute, Worcester Polytechnic, and 
similar technical schools the chances are 
many that the latter group would tur- 
nish the larger number of efficient and 
successful workers. If the attainments 
of the entire body of graduates of Amer- 
loan technical schools were compared 
with those of an equal number of workers 
without any advantages of the schools 
the result would not be doubtful. 

The captains of industry are relatively 
few. Their success often -has been due 
to native genius. Sometimes peculiar 
conditions “have helped them forward. 
Leadership in other fields has come in 
the same way. Those who ha ve been

But the 
great majority of those who crowd the 
technical schools to overflowing are there 
because of the encouragement of employ- 
ers or friends who tell them of the better 
opportunities open to those who are edu- 
cated. It is not by the relatively few 
captains of fudustry that the technical 
schools are to be judged, Nor are the 
many failures to be charged against them 
without frank recognition of the per- 
centage of failures everywhere. It is in 
raising the average of intelligence that 
their greatest value lies.

he has bestowed. upon her in the south of 
France, and of the chateau of Larmoy, which 
he purchased for her from the American 
widow of the great sugar refiner, Henri Say. 
in the neighborhood of Paris, is due to his 
anxiety officially to confirm her in the pos- 
session of all this property so as to prevent 
her being deprived thereof in the event of 
his death. 

It is a desire to 3 for her and for 
the two children that she has borne to him 
which has prompted him to bring up this 
matter in the negotiations with the Belgian 
government for the assumption of the sover- 
eignty of the Congo as a Belgian colony, and 
not a mere question of cynical greed or a 
desire to compel the Belgian taxpayers to 
defray the cost of his moral shortcomings. 

The king, as the cable dispatches from 
Europe during the last w have set forth, 
has ceased to attempt to 8 the so-called 
crown domain on the Congo from the cession 
made of the Congo Free State to Belgium. 
The private domain has been disposed of to 
joint stock compantes and syndicates, in. 
several of which Thomas B. Ryan and a 
number of other big American capitalists are 
interested; and in all of which the king re- 
tains stock. 

The territory of the domaine pfivee, of 
course, becomes subject to the sovereignty 
of Belgium, according to the new agreement, 
the government naturally respecting the 
rights and obligations of the Free State to- 
wards the concerns in question. 

The crown domain, which must not be con- 
founded with the private domain, has been 
charged until now with the money spent by 
King Leopold in his numerous buliding oper- 
ations in Belgium, of public institutions and 
monuments at Brussels and sere in his 
kingdom. 

Its revenues have also been einen upon to 
defray the expenses which he incurred in 
connection with his friend,“ the former 
barmaid of the rallroad restaurant at Bor- 
deaux, Caroline Delacroix, now Baroness 


Vaughan. 


His convention with the Belgian govern- 
ment on the subject of the Congo Free State 
now provides that the crown domain shall 
be turned over to the Belgian government 
on the condition that the latter undertakes 
not only to maintain from the revenues of the 
crown domain the chateau and estate of 
Larmoy, the villa and property of Ville- 
franche in the Riviera, worth $2,000,000, and 
the beautiful palazzino and grounds of the 
daroness near Laeken, but should also con- 
firm her and her children in the possession 
thereof. \ 

And in order to silence, in a measure, the 
objections which might be raised on the score 
of his relations with the baroness, he re- 
quires that the Belgian government shall 
likewise pledge itself to maintain from the 
revenues of the crown domain in the Congo 
the ch&teau of Belvedere, now occupied by 
his youngest daughter, Princess Clementine, 
and confirm her in its possession. 


—~_- 


His ready, and to many people surprising, 
decision to relinquish the crown domain to 
the Belglan government on these conditions 
is due to his discovery that the French fiscal 
authorities will not lend themselves to any 
departure from the strict letter of the law 
in connection with the investiture of the 
Baroness Vaughan with the ownership of his 
property in France. 

He sent some months ago to the minister 
of France at Paris, M. Caillaux, in order to 
ask him whether the Villefranche property 
and the Chateau Larmoy estate could not. 
be registered as belonging to the crown do- 
main of the Congo, and intimated that both 
were destined for the Baroness Vaughan and 
her offspring, for whom he wished to make 
provision. 

The minister declined to permit this, saying 
that the crown domain of the Congo was 
neither a person nor a corporation entitled 
to do business and own property in France, 
and that he could not lend himself to any 
such transaction. 

The king, much disgusted, thereupon had 
the property in question registered in the 
name of his physician and confidant, Dr. 
Thiraet, of course obtaining papers from 
the- doctor showing that he was merely a 
trustee. 

Now, King Leopold knows perfectly well 
that this cession of the property to Dr. Thi- 
raet will not hold in French Jaw, since it is, 
according to his own admission, merely de- 
signed to evade troublesome questions which 
might arise in the French courts as to the 
rights of the baroness and of her children to 
succeed to the property. 
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It is a moot question whether, in the eyes 
of French or Belgian law, any bequest that 
the king may make of real estate, or even of 
personal property, to the Baroness Vaughan 
and to her children would hold good. 

According to the terms of the king's mar- 

riage contract and ef Belgian law, his wife, 
the late Queen Henriette, and his children 
have had rights of part ownership to all of 
his property. 
In ͤ fact, several of his gifts of land in Bel- 
zium to the Belgtan government have had 
to be rescinded owing to the discovery that 
he could not complete the deed of gift with- 
out the consent of his late consort and of 
his daughters. With two of the latter—name- 
ly: the ex-Crown Princess Stephanie, now 
Countess Lonyay, and Louise, the di- 
vorced wife of Prince Philip of Coburg—he 
is at daggers drawn, and they, as well as 
the creditors of Princess Louise, may be re- 
lied upon to move heaven and earth in a 
legal way to secure their full pound of flesh 
when he dies. 

It is with the view of preventing Baroness 
Vaughan and his children by her from being 
despoiled of the property which he has be- 
stowed upon them and which he has be- 
queathed to them by the Princesses Louise 
and Stephanie after his death that he is en- 
deavoring to secure what will practically be 
a law of the Belgian parliament confirming 
his fair friend and her children in the pos- 
session of their wealth. 

It is singularly unfortunate that all this 
question in the Belgian parliament should 
coincide with the popular discussion as to 
the sale, for the benefit of Princess Louise's 
creditors, of the late queen’s jewels, including 
the fine diamond coronet presented to the 
queen on the occasion of her silver wedding 
by the women of Belgium, rich and poor hav- 
ing contributed to the fund, subscriptions as 


low as 10 and 20 cents figuring on the list. 


It was presented by Mme. Anspach, wife 
of the mayor of Brussels, accompanied by a 
deputation in which all the leading cities and 
towns were represented, each by a feminine 
delegate, and Leopold, who was present at 
the presentation, was seen to wipe his eyes 
and to remark impressively that it was the 
most moving and toucning moment of his 
entire life—one that he could never forget. 

Yet he now allows this self-same coronet 
to be sold in consequence of his refusal to 
contribute the relatively small sum which is 
necessary to preserve it fram its impending 


fate.

Many Tropical Plants dre Imported; 
Evergreens in Abundance.

Flower shopkeepers at the present time in 
Chicago have magnificent holiday displays 
and are pleased with business 

For a month previous to Th ving the 
whole trade identified with the production 
and disposal of everything that belongs to 
the art were gloomy and trembling as to 
what the outcome would be at Christmas- 
tide. Never had such preparations been 
made, never had there been flowers equal, 
either in quantity or in quality. No doubt 
business was dull—it was reported so in other 
large cities—but the large business done on 
Thanksgiving day all over the country in 
everything belonging to the flower business 
Was such as to dispel all gloom and to give 
confidence. 

Today all are talking big business and sat- 
isfactory results. The preparations for the 
holiday trade never were more el rate, 
varied, or valuable. Bach year is added 
some feature not heretofore demonstrated. 
None of the best of the old time displays 
is sacrificed for the newcomers—hence the 
elaboration, 
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Displays of Evergreens. 

For the last two or three seasons there 
have been seen displays of growing ever- 
| green trees and plants that grow in gardens, 
such as boxwood, laurels, ivies, hollies, 
pines, spruces, arbor vitees, junipers, and a 
dozen others of like character. These kinds 
are this year everywhere seer. There are 
hundreds where before there were not tens. 
They are of all sizes, from one to ten feet 
high and from three to twenty years of age. 
Some of the boxwoods and laurels are 
trimmed into pyramids, globes, columns, 
|} fans, and other shapes such as may be seen 
in Italian gardens. 

Nearly all of these trained plants are im- 
ported. They are comparatively cheap and 
will stand considerable cold without being 
injured. 

Of tropical plants known as foliage plants, 
such as the palms, dracenas, and pendanus, 
there are great numbers of fine quality. Of 
the ferns, beginning with the Boston 
(Nephrolepis) and ite many forms, known 
as sports, there area dozen varieties. Some 
of these varieties are equal in grace and 
beauty to ostrich plumes. The finest lace 
patterns are inferior to some of these living 
plants for elegance and beauty. They are 
among the easiest and most readily managed 
of all house plants. 

Other ferme are the maiden hair, bird's 
nest from Australia, and holly fern from 
Japan. There are also numerous dwarf 
ferna displayed in the popular plaques for 
tables or windows. 

Asparagus—two kinds, plumosus and ten- 
ulssimus—are becoming as popular as ferns. 
The Norfolk island, araucaria, is a great 
favorite this year and is seen in great quan- 
tities. The multicos crotons and the varie- 
gated dracenas are numerous and in demand, 
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Millions of Azaleas Imported. 

The most brilliant and effective flowering 
plants are the Indian azaleas dressed in their 
profuse flowers, from white through all 
shades to the deepest red. These are grown 
in Belgium, France, or Holland, and ghipped 
here in the fall of each year by hundreds of 
thousands. A firm in the east advertises 


were not so many azaleas in the whole 
country. 

The two, lilies, Easter and calla, are seen in 
fine condition. Then there are the primroses 
and cyciamen. The Chinese primroses are 
most beautiful and are keeping pace with 
the times. The Japan primrose is becoming 
more popular each season and is beautiful. 

The cyclamen, Persian violets, are sur- 
prisingly beautiful with their many colored 
flowers and beautiful leaves. What a reve- 
lation has been brought in this plant by 
culture ih twenty-five years! 

The *. primrose as a dwart gem is in 
great demand 

The great wealth of Dutch bulbs, such as 
hyacinths ,tu.ips, and narcissus, are much 
better than usual and are seen everywhere. 
There are many plants in flower besides those 
mentioned. 
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More Cut Flowers than Ever. 

The war of —— roses was fought over again 
at the Colise show last month, the rivals 
being the princess, cardinal, Rhea Reid, 
Mrs. Jardine, Mrs. Marshal! Field, and Mrs.

The greatest interest, howéver, is 
taken in.the two latter because of their be- 
ing at home. Which of the two is more ad- 
mired cannot be told 

The brilliant Richmond and rosy Killarney 
are great favorites among the recent new 
kinds. American beauty, sunrise, bride, and 
bridesmaid, the perle, and Uncle John are 
all seen in fine display. 

The carnations are larger and sweeter 
than ever, and there are more of them. Some 
of the best newer kinds are in advance five 
years. Two real scarlet ones, Oriando P. 
Bassett and defiance, are superb. After- 
glow, a rosy carmine or cerise, is superior 
to the Lawson. Aristocrat is the best in its 
class, which is rosy crimson. The lovely 
enchantress is unsurpassed in the blush pink 
class. Winsor is a beautiful light pink of 
recent introduction. White perfection is 
one of the finest whites. These are only a 
few varieties of the divine flower.“ 

Orchids are no longer novelties, as they 
enter into the equipments of a flower shop 
necessarily as much as does lily of the val- 
ley and mignonette, and of these this sea- 
son’s crop is of Al quality. 

Violets are of extra large size and of the 
best color. This means finish and perfume. 
Without perfume violets are not cared for. 
The single varieties are almost as large as 
the ordinary pansies. 

The lilles known as Easter lilies and the 
oid calla are in great quantities and of fine 
quality. 

These are only a tithe of the many odds 
and ends of cut flowers that are to be found 
in a tour of inspection. 
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Soon Must Grow Christmas Trees. 

In the Christmas greens holly leads, and 
never was of brighter green or better ber- 
ried. The southern smilax, the princess pine, 
and the Christmas tree are in immense quan- 
tities. These Christmas trees come from 
Maine, Ontario, Nova Scotia, Wisconsin, and 
other distant parts. The time is not far dis- 
tant when they will have to be grown as 
are lilac bushes and apple trees. Today the 
| majority are from natura! sources. 

The furnishing of a flower shop with the 
necessary utensils and fittings and fixings to 
be up to date has to include hundreds of 
dollars’ worth of baskets, nbbons, vases, 
plateaus, glassware, chinaware, and a dozen 
other kinds of bric-A-brac. New things this 
year are vases of majolica ware in all colors 
and shapes. 

At a Forrestville shop are some receptacles 
of stoneware treated so as to represent green 
copper bronze. Thex are in many exquisite 
shapes of Egyptian styles of vases, urns, 
bowls, kettles, and other pretty designs. 
Scarlet and green are the predominating col - 
ors in transient decorations.

The eyes 
should be placed parallel to the edge of 
waist, holding the edge of the waist towards

d. The loops at both ends of the eye 
should then be firmly overcasted to the 
goods. They should be placed not more 
than two inches apart. After the eyes have 
all been sewed to the left side of © waist 
the two sides should be held together in the 
Position they will be when hooked. The posi- 
tions of the hooks should then be carefully 
marked with pins, to correspond exactly to 
the eyes. 

The hooks should be placed at least a 
quacter of an inch from the edge of the 
waist, so that there will be no danger of the 
waist gaping, if there should be any pull 
or strain. The top of the hook is to be sewed 
nearest to the edge of the waist. The hook 
and waist are held together between the 
thumb. and fingers of the left hand in the 
same manner as the eye and cloth were held, 


While the loops are firmly sewed to the 


cloth by overcasting. 
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How to Hang Pictures. 


Often in putting up heavy pictures that 


are hung from a screw in the wall rather 
than from picture molding the greatest difmfi- 
culty is experienced in getting the screw 
to fasten securely in the plaster. Here isa 
simple remedy: The hole made by the screw 
is enlarged and the edges of the plaster are 
thoroughly moistened with water. Then the 
space is filled with plaster of paris and the 
screw pressed into the soft plaster. When 
the plaster becomes hardened the screw 
will be found to hold firmly.

Chicago with Club, 


ALL DENY BUT CALLAHAN 


Latter Would Be Glad to Get a 
Franchise Here; Lack Fi- 
nancial Backing.

Jimmy Callahan's announcement in a loca 
paper that he had been offered a franchise 
in the American association in Chicago was 
suffici to stir the baseball world yesterday 
and led to the impression going abroad that 
the American association had precipitated 
the threatened war with the major leagues, 
which has been: the chief baseball topic since 
the world series. 

Simmered down -to the facts, however, it 
appears that if Callahan actually has re- 
ceived the offer of a franchise it is from a 
faction omy in the American association, 
and none of this faction is willing as yet to 
stand sponsor for the action. 

Callahan, according to the report, was in 
conference on Tuesday with President 
O’Brien of the American association and 
Owner Havenor of the Milwaukee club. the 
offer of the Chicago franchise to Jimmy be- 
ing the outcome, 

"Yesterday O’Brien denied having attended 
any such conference and Havenor stated that 
the report was ag advertisement for 
Callahan.“ The latter, however, came out 
with a signed statement affirming he had 
been offered the franchise and saying he had 
accepted it. 


Callahan Eager for Chance. 


There appears to be no change in the situ- 
ation except for Callahan having come out 
and openly announced his expectation to be 
the head of a minor | e club here. This plan 
the former White Sox player has been nurturing for 
a year, overtures of the kind having been made 
to him a year ago. 

Callahan has nothing to tins by coming out and 
openly advocating the war against the maior 
leagues for he already stands outlawed by 
those organizations. On the other hand the Amer- 
ican association is still a part of organized base- 
ball and a decision on its part to start a club in 
Chicago is meely a declaration of war with the 
big leagues and of its withdrawal from the na- 
tional agreement. 

That there is a faction in the American asso- 
clation which is secretly willing to precipitate a 
war, although openly protesting that no such at- 
tempt will be made, is generally believed, but the 
indications are such a struggle will not be started. 


War Fund Is Lacking. 


The minor league would have difficulty in se- 
curing a war fund even in times when money was | 
plentiful. At present it seems impossible. There 
is, of course, no difficulty in securing Sacking for 
a club in Chicago, as a club in Chicago would 
be self-supporting in almost any sort of a league. 
But the war fund would be necessary to support 
the clubs in the other towns of the league, in 
which the major leagues would undoubtedly estab- 
lish teams to fight the outlaw "’ body. 

It is the knowledge of this fact which has caused 
a faction in the American association to declare 
it will not join in the movement to invade Chi- 
cago under any circumstances. This faction, of 
course, would get the support of the big leagues 
when the war began, and the American asso-

American league, who is here 
spending the holidays with his parents, today re- 
ceived telegrams from O’Brien, Lennon, Watkins, 
Bryce, and Armour, all denying they had any part 
in the American association entering Chicago. 

St. Paul, Minn., Dec. 18.—George Lennon, presi- 
dent and owner of the St. Paul club, said: If my 
franchise is to be transferred to Chicago, which I 
doubt, the association will have to pay me for 
my franchise, and I will then be out of baseball 
entirely. Under no circumstance? will I have any 
connection with a team in Chicago.“

President Bill Armour today in discussing the 
rumor out of Chicago relative to.an American as- 
sociation invasion of the Windy city.

Taft Sentiment Included with 
President's Strength; Can- 
non Stands Well. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 18.—[{Special.}— 
John A. Stewart, president of the republican 
league of clubs of New York state, gave out 
a statement tonight, telling of the result of 
5,000 inquiries as to preferences for presi- 
dent. In a letter the statement says, ad- 
dressed to men of influence not classified 
directly with political organisations the 
league expressed conviction of the sincerity 
of President Roosevelt's attitude with ‘ref- 
erence to a second nomination,’ and asked 
for the names of “ first, second, and third 
chance for president of citizens of your com- 
munity.” 

Two-thirds of the answers were received 
before President Roosevelt repeated his re- 
nunciation of a third term.

Prices Continue Steady on the Local 


All the larger savings banks of Chicago 
have thrown down the bars on currency 
payments and are responding in cash to 
any demands made by depositors. Payments 
began jiberally ten days ago, but in the 
last week no restrictions have been imposed. 
In some of the banks practically all the per- 
sons who gave sixty day notices have either 
called at the ks and taken such amounts 
of money as they cared for, or have can- 
geled their notices. 7 

At one of the banks it was announced 
they were unable to communicate with some 
ot the sixty day notice people. Since the 
time they had opened accounts they had 
changed, their address and notices sent to 
them by the bank were returned. It has 
been found impossible, therefore, to reach 
a number of such depositors. 


Will Have Reassuring Effect. 


This policy of paying without hesitation 
or question savings deposits, either upon no- 
tice or without notice, is destined to have 
a reassuring effect when it shall have be- 
come generaily known. And since it is no 
longer a guess as to when cash would be 
paid, but an actuality, there will be no 
further excuse for withdrawing funds be- 
cause of fright. 

Withdrawals necessarily have been liber- 
al since the beginning of November. And 
in withdrawing funds from the banks the 
depositors have been no more urgent than 
have been the banks themselves in seeking 
to get money due them. It appears to have 
been a matter of every one trying to get in 
cash what was due him, and the entire com- 
munity has been of one mind in this particu- 
lar. 


The question has arisen among the sav- 
ings banks as to what would be the effect of 
withdrawals at this time upon the usual 
percentage of withdrawais after Jan. 1, the 
half yearly date for crediting’ interest. 
Speaking of this phase of the matter, John 
J. Mitchell, president of the Illinols Trust 
and Savings bank, said yesterday: 

We heave found two classes among our 
depositors—one class has withdrawn its 
money because of fear over the general sit- 
uation; another class withdrawn its funds 
in order to invest in securities. The latter 
have taken part cash and part in check. 
Some have taken all their deposit and oth- 
ers only part of it. Those who have In- 
sisted upon ail cash are, of eourse, desirous 
of holding the money themselves. 


Withdrawals After Interest Period. 


* Usually, after each semi-annual interest 
period, there are a great many withdrawals. 
For a month or six weeks before the interest 
period depositors will manage to avoid draw- 
ing in order to get the interest. But at this 
time many have willing to sacrifice in- 
terest in ofder to buy securities which they 
deemed bargains at the prices quoted. This 
class, which ordinarily would have waited 
until the turn of the year, has made its pur- 
chase of securities ‘already, through fear 
that securities would show a marked ad- 
vance before Jan. 1. 

For these reasons it isa question whether 
the withdrawals after the January interest 
period will be as large as might have been 
expected. The number of withdrawals in 
order to buy securities may offset the action 
of those who will seek to withdraw after the 
expiration of the period of their sixty day 
notice. We think, however, we shall have 
all the sixty day notices cleaned up within 
the next ten days“ 


Westinghouse Affairs. 


After the regular meeting of the finance 
committee of the United. States Steel cor- 
poration it was announced that the com- 
pany was turning out 50 per cent of its nor- 
mal output. 

Following several conferences between the 
receivers and the creditors of the Westing- 
house concerns, George Westinghouse said: 

We think everything is in splendid con- 
dition. Not only was the report of the re- 
ceivers satisfactory, but plans formulated 
for working all details of the problem seemed 
to meet with favor. Everything connected 
with the affairs of the receiverships shows 
a most hopeful situation. A detaiied report 
on all these matters may be soon made 
public.“ 


Enickerbocker Ice.
